The Canadian-American drives 
edged forward at both ends of a 
curving 100-mile front, while In 
the center other U. s. forces had 
smashed a pow^erful German steel 
counterthrust, with planes alone 
knocking out 163 enemy tanks. 
Battles still swirled in this mid­ 
dle sector where four German ar­ 
mored divisions — mounting the 
city of Falaise, 20 miles southeast

These two men were followed the 
next day b y the rest of the orig­ 
inal cadre of eleven men, who 
had b een transferred to the SAAF 
from Camp Williams, Wise. They 
formed a b ase squadron soon after 
their arrival, and ten day s later in 
Septemb er, 19 42, a wing and a 
group moved in and took over the 
b arracks. 
Pioneering W’as Xot Easy 
As describ ed b y one of the early 
arrivals at that time, “We are 
pioneers,” 
to 
which 
might 
b e 
added, they had a pioneering job 
to b e done. 
The b uildings had 
not b een completed, the runw'ay s, 
among the largest in the country , 
were only partly completed. For 
a time the men were fed at the 
Girl Scout camp in Montserrat 
park, until the m.ess halls could b e 
completed on the field. 
Men on the field were given a 
thrill, especially those who had 
gone through the early stages of 
work at the b ase, to see the first 
Troop Carrier plane with Colonels 
Walker, Chappel and Sailor, and 
some enlisted men, land on the 
runway s on Wednesday , Septem­ 
b er 2, 19 42. 
The first month after activa­ 
tion, there were no electric lights, 
drinking water was sent in b y 
tank trucks, and later the water at 
the field, after chemical 
treat­ 
ment, was made safe for drink­ 
ing purposes. 
To add to this was 
adverse 
weather 
conditions. 
It 
rained every day for twenty -seven 
day s, starting with the day the 
enlisted men arrived. Boots were 
on the first issue, and every one 
pray ed for freezing weather so the 
mud 
w'ould 
freeze and trucks 
could get through with coal. 
Like Another Place 
Today , one can hardly b elieve 
those 
adverse 
conditions. 
The 
main streets are of macadem, the 
roads b ehind the b arracks are of 
white gravel, the 
former 
mud 
y ards around the b arracks are 
now covered with 
b lue 
grass, 
there 
are 
flower 
b eds, 
hedge 
fences, sidewalks, and all modern 
conveniences. 
Men who went 
through 
the 
early stages of training at the 
b ase participated in the D-day in­ 
vasion of France, others in the 
invasions of Sicily , Italy , in the 
South Pacific. Many of these men 
have b een honored and of these 
many who left the SAAF as sec­ 
ond lieutenants, have 
returned 
captains, majors, 
and 
some 
of 
higher ranks. The story , more im­ 
portant, that it’s mere phy sical 
growth is that of the men w'ho 
were trained at the SAAF and 
the great part they have play ed 
in every theatre of 
this 
great 
glob al war, and who have con­ 
trib uted so much to victories the 
Allies are now enjoy ing. 
These 
fame Troop Carrier 
men 
have 
also saved countless lives b y hav­ 
ing evacuated over a quarter of 
a million sick and wounded sol­ 
diers b y air since the b eginning 
of the war. 
The Troop Carrier Command 
has afforded a means of supply 
and contact with civilization for 
isolated armies fighting in far off 
comers of the world. 
Interest in the activities and 
growth of the Sedalia Army Air 
Field b y the civilian population 
in this area has b een shown b y 
their attendance at the various 
“open houses” held. With the an­ 
nouncement of these “open hous­ 
es” thousands of residents from

Duke Shoop of Kansas 
City Escapes Death

the Kansas and western Missouri 
memb ers of a certain armored un­ 
it somewhere ab out. . . . 
French Giv e Warning 
At a village some Frenchmen 
ran out, warning the force that the 
Germans were just ahead. 
The 
little detachment decided this was 
merely another rumor and that 
they wmuld continue to rely on the 
b roadcast announcement. 
In the vicinity of a hamlet, the 
commanding general officer sight­ 
ed two Nazi soldiers lurking b e­ 
hind a hedge. He stopped the car, 
jumped out and covered the Ger­ 
mans with his pistol. 
They em­ 
erged with their hands ab ove their 
heads. . . . 
The prisoners ob viously were 
decoy s sent out to induce the con­ 
voy to halt. There was consider­ 
ab le deb ate on whether to take 
the prisoners along or send them 
to the rear. 
In the midst of the 
discussion the group suddenly was 
assailed b y rifle fire from the 
front and b oth flanks. 
They plunged headlong into a 
gulley at the right side of the road. 
The 
skipper, 
b ravely 
exposing 
himself, emptied his pistol and a 
carb ine and ordered the others to 
start crawling b ack along the ditch 
on their stomachs and hands and 
knees. . . . 
Crawled Back 
The group continued to crawl 
b ackw^ard over its own dead and 
'Wounded. As usual in the hedge­ 
row country , the gulley was b rok­ 
en every hundred y ards or so b y 
culverts on the level road. 
Each 
time the men had to leave their 
cover, spring several feet into the 
open across the ob stacle and dive 
again into the ditch on the other 
side. 
Many of the men were killed in 
this manner. 
The Germans also 
shot up the party ’s vehicles, ex­ 
ploding the gasoline tanks and 
setting the cars afire with incen­ 
diary b ullets. 
The attack b egan 
at 2:30 in the afternoon. Two and 
three-quarters hours later the par­ 
ty had crept a mile and a half 
along the ditches, leaving its ve­ 
hicles far b ehind. 
The Germans followed along the 
other side of the hedge, intensify ­ 
ing their fire and searching the 
gulley s with mortar fire. 
The 
greatly 
outnumb ered 
survivors 
gave themselves up for lost. 
Help Arriv ed 
Then help arrived in the shape 
of five light tanks and a company 
of infantry . 
The \eteran dough­ 
b oy unit instantly attacked the 
Germans with terrific artillery and 
mortar and rifle fire. 
Under this cover the remaining 
Seab ees and correspondents craw­ 
led faster than ever and finally 
surmounted the crest of a hill 
which sheltered them from the 
enemy . 
They were loaded on 
trucks and b orne to the rear, b ut 
many of the original party were 
dead or missing. 
Shoop, who had wrenched his 
arm in a fall into the ditch, found 
a place on the front of a returning 
tank and rode to safety with the 
hot radiator as his seat and spent 
the night m a hay stack.
